1 ) On 7-3-2006 at approx 2 1 55 hrs., R/O (S. Siegier) was dispatched to 
Grove Circle in reference to a medical emergency. 

2) R/O was advised that there was a report of a four-month-old child not breathing 
and that the child, (Later identified as Andrea Arlington DOB 3-10-2006) had 
possibly choked on some cereal and that the reporting person was hysterical and 
hard to understand. 

3) R/O arrived at the above location at approx 2214 hrs along with Deputy Lesnett. 

4) As officers were exiting their vehicles, the ambulance left the scene en route to 
Lake Granbury Medical Center (LGMC). 

5) R/O made contact with Hood County Deputy Fire Marshal P. Daniel, who advised
